First of all, the maj- 
ority of world-wide Dxers follow 5S’, and many of these who do DX on BCB also use SW 
bands,’ Secondly, the collective name for all DXers regardless of bands used has al- 
ways been "SWL.' So they decided to use "Short Wave Montitor' across the, top, as a 
collective phrase. The actual text of the message on the certificate is universal, 
that is, it doesn't refer to any specific bands. Therefore it is hoped that everyone 
will be happy, as certainly all DxXers are invited to register, 

"The radio clubs have been -iving us some nice publicity, especkally NNRC and your 
cub. I received a very nice letter from:.an officer of the URDXC who says that they 
we considering having a drive to register their entire membership.
